All in all, he said that he had ns come rora snd irore convinced cf tha good 
intentions of America and the fact that Japan today and tomorrow was inseparably 
linked with rrerlcn. Vcreover, the fste of Jspo.n J.n the near future definitely 
was linked rlth thnt nf • ornesa »j«d b. Korea. If l>rr.osa and J. Keren fell to 
the f ; :eds, the next inovitable step was Japan*

Kodama proposes that Japan be allowed to dismantle a factory capable of 
being converted "nto an arsenal and ship it to Korea, along with the necessary 
raw materials and technicians* He does not advocate that a great amount of sup* 
plies be sent in view of the f^ct that same Fight fall into Rod hands as in the 
case of China— Just enough to give America time to take decisive action. (I 
think he referred principally to the rcle Japan and the Japanese would play in 
an overall conflict.) 

He said that he tMnks he has two more years to !Mve--w&r is inevitable within 
that time and he expects to be billed. Japan will oe the r.I. of Korld far III. 
Japanese as a whole dislike communism and huseia; however, should Russia attack 
Japan ebout l/3 of the populace won 1C actively resist whereas the other 2/3 would 
possibly submit* 

Kodama says that he ardently desires to be of assistance to SCAP in fighting 
the communistic menace. In cuse of hostilities he rill fight if only with a 
cam boo pole. However, he wishes to be realistic and do something now. In this 
connection he spoke at length of a proposed espionage net. This net would have 
as its members ir&ny of the people in Korea and China with whoa he had business 
connections during the last war* He ciaime to have more friends in Korea and 
China than in Japan. At the same time he proposes that he would cooperate with 
his friend General Fang, the Chinese military attache in ceoul. General Kang 
is at the present tine supposed to bo planting an e spionage net in communist- 
occupied Manchuria, China and North Korea. 

Kcd&sfe claims tc have at his disposal skilled cryptogra phers who can decipher 
radio code messages sent between Koscor and the ‘^Hisoian mission in Tokyo. 

Kodama claims to have scent rseny years in Korea and speaks 1 orean fluently. 

He cays tnat could easily get to Korea undetected and in disguise get in 
touch with some of his many contacts in Korea and pick up e great deni valuable 
information. However- he made a Dromise to Mr. Carpenter, Legal 3 action, SOAP, 
that he would stay le£it1**wte and, therefore, without officl.nl sanction he would- 
n't go, 

Kodama said that he might be considered forward in hoping that his proposals 
would be listened tc. However, he was impassioned in his desire to be of assist- 
ance to bCAP in any *,ay that he right and felt that with his background of con* 
tacts in the Orient he might be of some use. He said that fortrar Colonel Hatton 
now working in a G-2 Section was able to vouch for his as were Prince Hlgnshlyni 
and Prince Mikas* • 

He gave me 3 lette-s which he thought would be interesting, translation of 
which ere attached. The Korean Kim Zai Gen of whom waj. General Wang writes is 
supposed to be the liaison between Major General Rang in Seoul, Chi&ng Kai-shek, 
and General Chin Seh in For rose. 

HCJgi Kodama supposedly becasm acquainted with General ^ang during recent war 
during negotiations between C hina and Japan concerning cessation of hos- 
tilities and Joint attack on Russia.

Although nv work is hampered by bottlenecks in regard to facilities, 
materials, techniques, and power, I feel incomparable pleasure in seeing that it 
is making ororrese by degrees* 

I fully understand your present plans. I feel honored to be able briefly to 
express my personal views. 

Successful elimination of the present difficulties and bottlenecks in ay 
work will not only be helpful in the establishment of a long-range program for 
the nation, but it will also help toward satisfying my arbition. 

Maj. CHEM (Ttfj presumably formerly a Major in the Japanese Army), Chief of 
the Staff of the Cocarander* in-Chief of the Korean Vmy, is iry senior, and a member 
of the 49th graduating class of the Military Acadeny. ?hen I told him 5n detail 
about you (though KIM Chewcn) he was very pleased with you. 

Since the Americans are opposed to production, it win be difficult for us to 
make individual official trips on this pretext. But, I certainly would like to go 
to Tokyo, whose I CHI GAIA cones beck to cy memory. Cur aims and interops will surely 
materially go. I hope to make a trip to TOKYO by all means, 

I always listen to the resounding echoes of the Far East and JAPAJ* in their 
march toward reconstruction, I read about them in the paper every day. 

Excuse ny disorderly scribbling. I pray for your continued efforts in good 
health.

Have you read the letter I sent to you through the care of KIN, C ho von? 

He should be reaching JAPAN very soon on a boat which left FUSAN. I have reached 
SEOUL safely, and have established ar. office at the Embassy# present, I aa 
meeting schoolmates, old friend6, and responsible persons from various government 
offices eve$y day, and am discussing ratters rith them. I believe Kr. KIN will 
tell you the details upon his arrival# 

Fishing in the vicinity of TOKYO will be a pleasant mer^ory for you. 

Yesterday (31 October') during the course of rrj telephone call to TOKYO, I learned 
from RANG Ling that try name appeared in the newspapers in connection with the smug- 
gling incident (probably of two or three months ago) by a certain ship of the Chao- 
shang-ebu (A large shipping company of CHINA). 1 do not know by whor or for what 
reason I err being slandered, but I believe it is being dene deliberately under a 
planned project. This is a matter which affects my honor, so please investigate 
thoroughly and v«rr» the newspapers of this matter. Also, please see that the news- 
paper company rectifies this error *im®ediately#(Ir the correction appears in ths 
newspaper, please cut Jt cut and send it to me. It vlll be necessary then 1 re- 
port to the National defense r apartment.) 

It seems to me that it cannot be helped that I are being attacked as a black sheep, 
because I have been unable to be broadminded ^nd tolerant of 'ill men. However, since 
yon are in TBKTO, I believe you are the person west suitable to negotiate on ay be* 
half (T will be awaiting s reply). 

Well, in this country some Chief of Staff epaulettes are necessary, so if theme 
are .any gold braid, olive drab, or yellow epaulettes fnrr^erly of the Japanese A ray 
in storage please send one or two to me (Give them to RANG Ling and have him send 
them by Northwest Airlines.)
